c. The claimed method for inducing proliferation of cytolytic T cells comprising 
contacting a sample containing CTL precursors with a polytope, wherein said 
polytope comprises the amino acid sequence set forth in SEQ ID NO: 7, 8, 9, 10, 
11 or 16, wherein said amino acid sequence forms a complex with an HLA 
molecule, including HLA-A2, and a sample of cells which present HLA molecules 
on their surfaces and which process said polytope to Melan-A peptides which 
complex with said HLA molecules, wherein the complexes of said HLA molecules 
and the amino acid sequence of SEQ IDNO: 7, 8, 9, 1 0, 1 1 or 1 6 induces 
proliferation of CTL is not taught or suggested by the prior art.
